"After his liberation from a Naai concen* 
tration camp •* the 13th in which he sp^tnt the War 
years -- WIE5ENTHAL said he was asked by the 
Jewish Agency to undertake the search for EICH- 
MANN. Working in cooperation with the OSS and 
the Austrian Secret Service, WIESENTHAX^ found 
evidence that EICHMANN was alire, that he had 
hidden ZZ kgs* of gold in the Austrian Alps and 
that in 1945 he masqueraded as a Luftwaffe offi- 
cer in an American POW camp.

"It was Mr. WIESENTHAL who lu 1947 
scuttled the attempt of Mrs. Vera EICHMANN to 
have her husband declared dead on the basis of a 
German soldier's affidavit. Mr. WIESENTHAL 
contested the statement and proved that It had been 
sworn by a member of Mrs. EICHMANN's family. 
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"Her application was dismissed* 

"Mr. WIESENTHAL ultimately learned the 
details of EICHMANN's escape from Europe 
through various post-war clandestine Nazi organi- 
zations.
